The Denver Mint began coinage operations in February 1906. During that 
first year, 167 million coins were produced. There were $20 gold pieces 
called Double Eagles; $10 gold pieces called Eagles; $5 gold pieces 
called Half Eagles; and assorted denominations in silver. 

In 1909, the new Lincoln penny was added to the coins minted in Denver. 
In 1911, $2.50 gold pieces called Quarter Eagles were minted. 

Today, the Denver Mint produces approximately 7j billion coins each 
year and along with the Philadelphia Mint, 15 billion coins of all 
denominations, except the dollar, are produced each year. 

The design on the obverse and reverse of the coin ("images" as you 
called them) are stamped on the coins simultaneously (at the same time) 
with two "dies," with anywhere from 60 to 180 tons of force used each 
time. The dies are engraved and produced at the Philadelphia Mint and 
shipped to us.

The Act of April 2, 1792, provided for gold, silver, and copper coinage and 
also created' the first United States Mint in the city of Philadelphia, which 
was then the Nation’s Capitol. President Washington placed the operation un¬ 
der the supervision of the Secretary of State where it remained until 1799, 
when the Mint became an independent agency reporting directly to the President. 
Subsequent legislation set up branch mints, assay offices, and fixed public de¬ 
pository functions upon such establishments. The Coinage Act of 1873 put all 
mint and assay office activities under the newly organized Bureau of the Mint 
in the Department of the Treasury. 

The last standing Liberty quarter was minted in 1930; Washington type 1932 to 
date. This type was intended to be a commemorative issue marking the 200th 
anniversary of Washington’s birth. John Flanagan, a New York sculptor, was 
the designer. 

The new Roosevelt dime was released on January 30, 1946, the late President’s 
birthday. 

The 1938 Jefferson type nickel was designed by Felix Schlag. He won an award 
of $1,000 in a competition with 390 artists. It established a definite public 
approval of pictorial portraits rather than symbolic devices on our coinage. 

The Indian Head penny was changed to Lincoln-type in 1909. Victor D. Brenner 
designed this cent which was issued to commemorate the 100th anniversary of 
Lincoln's birth. The Lincoln type was the first cent to have the motto, "In 
God We Trust." 

On December 10, 1963, President Lyndon B. Johnson transmitted to Congress a 
Bill (H.R. 9413) providing for the coinage of a regular issue 50-cent coin 
with the likeness of the late President John F. Kennedy. (Informational ex¬ 
cerpts taken from the Director of the Mint's Annual Reports and A Guide Book 
of United States Coins, 40th Edition.

1 ^ j ° yed y our letter and certainly appreciate your interest in U.S. Mint 
products. Your concern as to why some of our coins seem to disappear from 
circulation is a concern for our economists, as well. 

Coins are pulled from circulation by consumers for many reasons. Tossinq 
coins into wishing wells is a practice many citizens enjoy and those coins 
remain temporarily out of circulation. Many enjoy saving their coins in 
piggy banks and the like. All in all, there are many reasons coins may not 
be in circulation. We have only mentioned a few reasons. 

The last circulating silver dollar was minted and remained until 1978; 
included was the 1976 Bicentennial Eisenhower dollar that was produced in 
both the silver and cupro-nickel issues. The Susan B. Anthony dollar was 
produced in 1979-1980. The coin was intended to honor in womens' rights. 
When its size was somewhat compatible with the quarter and half dollar 
coins, the Anthony dollar did not gain public acceptance. The production of 
the Susan B. Anthony dollar was discontinued in 1981. 

Since 1981, the Denver U.S. Mint has been involved in several special 
commemorative programs, i.e., 1982 George Washington Silver Half Dollar in 
commemoration of the 250th anniversary. 

1983-84 Olympic Silver and Gold Coin Program 
1986 Statue of Liberty Half Dollar 

1986 Silver Dollar Bullion Program

We received your letter and are pleased that you are interested in learning 
more about the United States Mint. We will respond to your questions in the 
order you have outlined. 

1. When was the Denver Mint built? 

Construction of the Denver Mint began in 1899. Curing construction, 
numerous delays occurred and consequently completion took about four 
years. Offices were moved into the building in 1904 and coins were not 
minted until 1906 when gold coins were minted ($20 gold pieces called 
Double Eagles; $10 gold pieces called Eagles; and $5 gold pieces called 
Half Eagles). Assorted denominations in silver were also minted. 

2. What makes your Mint different from the other Mints in the U.S.? 

There is no difference with the exception of the building's 
architecture. The Denver Mint is Gothic Renaissance. The stone facing 
is Colorado granite. The other Mints have different architectural 
designs, etc. All U.S. Mints have the same mission to produce coins 
for commerce. The Mints in West Point, NY and San Francisco, CA at 
this time mint gold, silver, and special coins for yearly coin sets and 
commemorative coin programs which are available to the public. The 
Denver and Philadelphia Mints produce approximately 15 billion coins 
from the half dollar to one-cent for general circulation. 

3. What kind of jobs do people do at the Mint? 

U.S. Mint employees are educated, skilled, and trained in virtually the 
same fields and occupations that exist in the private sector— 
accountants, engineers, electricians, carpenters, etc. Of a unique 
nature, we have specially trained employees that install the dies used 
to stamp coin and trained personnel to operate and maintain coin 
stamping and other coin producing equipment. 

4. Do you need special training to work at the Mint? 

To some extent, yes, as described in question 3. 


5. What forms of security do you use at the Denver Mint?
